THE TRENTON MASSAORE. 
From the Nashville (Tenn.) Banner, Sept. 19. 

Learning that Ben Davis, the yonog man who 
informed upon the Trenton band of disguised 
men, and whose testimony, perhaps, more than 
any one else, led to their indictment, was in the 
city, a Banner reporter sought him out yester- 
day for an interview. He met Dayis on Cherry 
street, and, informing him of his wishes, the re- 
porter and Davis went to Davis’ room, No. 6 
Colonnade Building. Mr, Davis is not more 
than 17 years of age, and epeaks in a free, frank, 
and easy manner. He said, in substance, that 
the people in his neighborhood fully be- 
lieved that the negroes, who had main- 
tained a threatening attitude, had intended 
to make war upon the whites, and that the 
firing upon the two youmg men at night was 
but the beginning of it. But even then neither 
he nor a great many of those who broke open 
the Trenton Jail had any idea of doing so at the 
etart. Monday evening, before that affair, 
about twenty discuised men started to town, 
but concluded they would not take the negroes 
out that night, because it was thought they did 
< have enough men, Que of the company 
then proposed to raise went from over in 
his veighborhood, across the Fo ed Deer River, 
and join them.

‘The shoot 
ing was indiscriminate. Every object which 
seemed to have the appearance of a negro was 
shot at. About every other man did the shoot- 
ing. One of the disguised men who was jerked 
off the bridge by one of the , gotin the 
way of a strav bullet and had hb finger shot off. 
The five negroes who didn't go were shot down. 
When he ieft there were ten of them lying face 
downwards on the ground. They were left for 
dead. Davis never did know what became of the 
six negroes that ran away. He knew he coun'ed 
ten that were left for dead. They fell where 
they were shot. The men shot four 
or five negroes in the bead after lying there, 
supposed to be dead. Some one said that 
they had better go round and shoot every 
damn one in the bead. hey were thus shot 
with pocket-pistols. Three of the negroes were 
lying there te ‘ing, and that is why they sbot 
them. If they bad no noise they would 
not again have been shot. One of the men said, 
* Let's go down ani kill those damn devils that’s 
anivg.” The boys were all in a mighty bic 
urry, and left the place mighty fast. 
getting a.short distance away, they all separated. 

Davis said that when he jomed the band they 
did not tel! him that they were going to kill any 
of the negroes. He supposed they were simply 
goiug to take them out and make them tell wnat 
they knew, and that a whipping would be the re- 
sult should they refuse to tell ail they did know; 
but when he saw them get the rope, it was then 
that he felt that the crowd were going to bang 
them or shoot them. 

Davis said that almost every man in the crowd 
thought he had killedanegro. They did not 
keep ita great deal of a secret. He was told 
that others had signified their willingness to 
turn State's evidence, and had he not done so 
some of them woulda. He thought be had bet- 
ter, or had as well, do it and escape punishment 
as any one elee. He had been up before the 
Grand Jury three times, He told ail about it 
the last time. He had been taunted by his 
friends, who told him they did not think he 
would do what he had done. He was about to 
go to Arkansas the night before he conciuded to 
turn Scate’s evidence. He gave his brotner the 
and told him to go.

THE NEGRO AT THE SOUTH. 

The following is an extract from a letter re- 
ceived last week by a clergyman of this city 
from his son, who lives in Madison, 8. C.: 

I fear we sball have very exciting times this fall and 
winter. Aftertwo years of peace and guicit wi.b all 
parties and ali races,ali at once, in a momieu! as it 
were, like a volcano bursting from the carts in sume 
ubexpected place, and at atime which no one antici- 
pated, we are throwu inioa polities! and social con- 
vulsion, the end of which no man can see, 

Will this eternal negro question never be settled ? 
Will the North never cease legislating on it? For the 

two or three years we have had peace and good 
ceiling between the whites and biacks; and at no 
time since the War, until about a month ago, had there 
been more perfect sympathy and good will among ail 
classes, The negro has every political and legal right 
bere that the white man bas, Then how is it th 
ail of a sudden, we are startled by such an outvurst 
crime and dworder? Why dvecs it come after two or 
throe years of profound peace and good order, just 
op the eve of important elections? It does secm to 
me that a fool might understand it, It comes of a few 
political, hell-deserving viliains, who instigate a few of 
the worst classes of the ignorant freedmen to commit 
some outrage om the whites, well knowing that the 
whites would rovenge it with sudden and terribie pun- 
ishment, and that the fact would be published ihrough- 
out thé North as an evideace of white hatred toward 
the negto, I do not demy—there is no doubit—that 
there are cases where white men have committed 
outrages on negroes; but in what part of the country 
is no violence perpetrated? Where,in the North, do 
not murders take place 7 

The truth is, this Civil Rights bill will be the worst 
thing for the negro-race that could be done for them. 
It will cause many of the poor, ignorant beings to be 
killed. I could mention numergus cases where they 
have outraged females and insul them from a be- 
lief that the Civil Rights bill gave them the right to 
marry any white woman they pieaeed, with or without 
her consent; and, in every case, they have met the 
punishment they deserved,— death. ey do not un- 
derstand it; and these white devils who are after 
their votes do not take a to inform them, or 
correct their erroneous aud dangerous views,—kuowing 
that the more negroes they get killed the more votes 
for their party. .. 

Judging the negro by the few. scattered about the 
towns abd cities in that section,—quite different —— 
from cotton-field negroes,—mixed schools North wou 
not be anything, because, in a school of 100, there 
would only be not more than a dozen negroes, But 
a mixed school bere would be the reverse. My chuil- 
dren would go toa school where there would be 200 or 
3U0 negro cluidren and only about 20 whites, ° 
Layiug aside all questions of race, and — it on 
their moral status alone, I would ten thousand times 
rather that my children ‘should never see the inside of 
a school-house than that they should be liable to this 
overwhelming weight of ignorance, and superstition, 
and lewdness. Our schoois are as freeto the n 
as to the whites, but the latter have to foot the bills, 
and all they ask is, that the negro children shall occupy 
the room set aside for them. In other words, the white 
man builds two schooil-houses, slike in all respects, 
and gives one to the negro, and pays his teachers, and 
says to him, “ Educate your children as you please ; 
I will do thé same with mine.” Could be do more ? 

Iam tired and sick of this everlastitig subject, I 
hailed the Emancipation Prociamation with joy 
hoping it wouid kill the “ nigger” subject, and “aid 
not object to the negro voting and holding office, 
though I thou age it doubtful policy, South Caro.ina, 
Louisiana, and Mississippi, show those doubts to have 
been well founded, for now it is a source of discord,— 
the vight of voting and hoiding office uo: having killed 
the negro question,

THE TRIAL OF ANDERSON. 


To-day will begin the trial of the man Aaron 
Anderson in the Criminal Court on the charge of 
arson, The prisoner is a Swede, who speaks En- 
glish very well, Heisa married man and has 
several children. Heis a carpenter by trade, 
and at the time of this occurrence worked dur- 
ing the day at Cornell, a distance of two and a 
half miles from his residence, No. 217 Portland 
avenue. To reach his work he had to leave home 
at an early hour. He occupied the lower story 
of the house, and another family lived up-stairs. 
The house was a wooden building resting on 
posts, the first floor having asmal!! eievation above 
At the time of this alleged incen- 
diarism his family was away, and it was his 
practice when going to work in the morning to 
leave the kep of his premises with the woman 
who lived up-stairs, 

On this particular morning he left at an early 
hour, leaving the key as usual. 
been gone two hours, the woman occupying tbe 
upper story perceived smoke and a smell of 
burning wood, and, making an examination, 
found that a hole had been burned through the 
lower floor. She seized a basin of water and ex- 
tinguished the fire. By a further examination 
of the premises, it was discovered that a candle 
of unusual size, such as are used in Catholic 
churches and on festivals, had been lighted, and 
that the fire had been caused by this lighted 
candle. It further appeared that an auger hole 
had been bored through a piece of pine board, 
and one end of the candie had been inserted in 
the hole, thus making the board serve as a can- 
dlestick. Around the base of the candle were 
shavings, chips, and paper; and in the scraps of 
paper 
ter from Mre. Anderson to her husband. 
It was evident that whoever had set the fire ex- 
pected that the candle would burn down to the 
shavings and paper, and thas produce a fire that 
would commuficate to the house, and, at the 
same time, destroy the evidence of incendiariem. 
Tbe candle, however, was too long, and the flame 
was too near the floor overhead ; and the result 
was a premature discovery. 
stances pointed to Anderson, but they received 
additional force from the discovery that the 
improvised candlestick fita exactiy a board ip 
Anderson’s workshop from which it had been 
sawed; the auger hole is of a size corresponding 
with such a tool in the same shop, and the shav- 
ings evidently came from the same place. To 
get under the house the person who set this fire 
had to crawl or move ins stooping posi- 
tion, and the hat and the back of 
Anderson's coat were found marked with the 
dust and cobwebs peculiar to such a place, and 
which had seemingly been rubbed off the under- 
side of the floor and joists, This all took place 
a day or two after the case of attempted imcen- 
diarism on the North Side, and soon after the 
fire of July 14, when public feeling was consid- 
erably excited;:and this circumstance gave 
greater significarice to the fact that Anderson 
had a liberal insurance on his property.

A NEW LINE OF DEFENSE FOR BEECHER. 
Wiile the Beecher-Tilton scandal has revealed 
some private conduct which borders hard upon 
the incredible, it has given us some revelations 
of public opinion which come just as near pase- 
ing ali credulity. The only explanation we can 
aind for the attitude of certain New York public 
journals is the ancient jesuitical one, of an 
esoteric and an exoteric set of opinions,—tle 
former to be believed, the latter to be spoken. 
But we do not see how the attitude of Serib- 
ner’s Monihly for October can be explained on 
any other theory than chat of irony. The 
editorial article on **Mr. Beecher’s Case” was 
written, of course, before Mr. Tilton gave the 
finishing touches to tbat “case,” but it was 
written after Mr. Moulto. 5 case had been stated, 
and it begins by speaking. of the scandal 
as ‘“‘recently and forever exploded! There 
never was any probability in it.” The writer 
then proceeds to argue that “The idea that Mr. 
Beecher, who carried a pure name through life, 
should, after having lived to be nearly 60 years 
of age, reared a family, and beea subjected to 
the most tremendous drafts upon his vitality, 
have gone out of his way to seduce an innocect 
member of bis own flock, is simply jpre- 
posterous”! To suppose the author of that 
argument serious, is to conclude that he bas not 
read a line of the statements, or a line of 
crimivai history, from King David to “the 
strongest man of the Christian pulpit,” or from 
Cain to Prof. Webster, whose attorney began his 
defense with this ‘‘preposterous” plea. The 
question at issue is the one which is so flippantly 
(or ironically) begged by the editor of the 
monthly—Mr. Beecher’s *‘ purity.” As to the 
argument drawn from ins age, in the first place, 
he may oot have been quite 60 when he began 
this sort of thing; im the second place, 
if bis “memory for dates” is as bad as 
he says it is, the insurance companies are war- 
ranted in being as uncertain about his age as 
they are (and he is) about his physical stamina 
and mental equilibrium; and in the third place, 
we do not believe the editor of Scribner will 
maintain theta man has only to prove himself 
three-score years of age in order to prove that 
he is proof a:ainsta “‘large generosity” or a 
“ paroxysmal kiss.” Historical or contemporary 
references uncer this head would be cruel to 
both “‘ Mr. Beesher’s case” andits supporters, 
and we forbear. We pass over in the same for- 
bearing spirit the argument drawn from his 
ability—or rather inability—to ‘rear a family ” 
under the circumstances. Tosaythe truth, it 
is this link in the chain of the editor’s logic 
which first awakened the suspicion that he is 
trying his hand in the art of irony. 

But if our misgivings were aréused as to the 
seriousness of the writer, how could they fail to 
be confirmed by a restatement in this form: 
“There never was any probability in it, regarded 
purely from a physiological point of view”? If 
the oaths of about six respectable ladies and 
gentlemen ehall have any weight with a jury, it 
may appear one of these days that Mr. Beecher 
regarded it impurely “ from a physiological point 
of view.” Then we have a reiteration with a 
slight variation: ‘‘It is strange that these three 
circumstances—(1) Mr. Beecher’s age, (2) his 
relations aod the spiritual character of his coul- 
ture, and (3). his accuser’s econdonation 
of the offense—had not opened the eyes 
of the public to the facts.” Since these 
words were written, the accuser has *‘ opened the 
eyes of the public” very wide to the fact, among 
other equally “bottom facta,” of the condona- 
tion. “ The spiritual character of Mr. Beecher’s 
culture” is manifestly another ironical thrust, 
although the words “his relations” are some- 
what confusing tothe thought. Can it mean the 
Beecher family ? If that be the reference, it ig un- 
fortunate unless itis ironical, And that it is 
ironical, and the whole article ironical, is further 
confirmed by some statements that follow, in 
which the writer announces that “it is all over 
now” (with two law-suits in prospect), and that 
“none but a fool believes that Mr. Beecher ever 
bad criminal conversation with the weak woman”: 
and that “the people and the press have done 
that for which they ought to go down on their 
knees to Mr. Boegher”; and that, “if Mr. 
Beecher can forgive, it becomes the offending 
public to be silent” (on their knees), and that it 
is all an attack on eminent purity before which

CHURCH CONGRESSES. 

The forthcoming Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, which will be held in New 
York on the 6th of October, and which will be 
attended by 50 Bishops and over 300 clerg® and 
laymen from-all parts of this country, bids fair 
to be the most notable gathering of this denomi- 
nation which has yet taken place, not alone from 
the genera! importance of the work on its pro- 
gramme, but also because there is every proba- 
bility that a direct issue may be made between 
the clergy and the Bishops which may result in 
aschism. The prospect of this im so imminent 
that the Ritualistic questions which have flereto- 
fore agitated High and Low Church are already 
regarded as of secondary maportance in compari- 
son with this new question, which involves a 
collision between the progressive and conserva- 
tive elements of the Church. This question, 
which overshadows all others, is that of Church 
Congresses, and its history is substantially as 
follows : 

It appears that some time since the Rev. Dr. 
‘Washburne, an eminent Episcopalian clergy- 
man, during a Visit to England became im- 
pressed wilh the importance of Church Con- 
gresses, which are held there periodically for 
discussion of séCular matters having a bearing 
upon the prosperity of the Church. After his 
returp he advocated the system in a pamphlet, 
which was widely distributed, and which resulted 
in @ meeting at New Haven in May last, at 
which about fifty clergymen from the dioceses 
of New York, Rhode Island, Connecticut, and 
Massachusetts were present. The system of 
Cuurch Congresses was broached at this meet- 
ing, and all present were found to be in 
favor of it During the next two months 
the views of the clergy im general were 
sought, and so many expressed themselves 
favorably that i was thought best to 
issue a call for a Church Congregs to be held in 
New York at the same time asthe meeting of 
the Convention. Thus tar ali had gone smooth- 
ly, but the majority of the Congress wished to 
have the sympathy of the Bishops, and especially 
the sanction of the Bishop of the diocese, to give 
their sessions some dignity and show of authority. 
Letters were accordingly addressed to some of 
the prominen: Bishops, asking them to take cer- 
tain positions im the forthcoming Congress. 
Much to the astonishment of the managers the 
first letter came from Bishop Coxe, of the Dio- 
cese of Western New York, notonly peremptorily 
declining the position of Vice-President, but ex- 
pressing his very decided disapprobation of the 
whole scheme, This was followed by «@ letter 
from Lishop Potter, who had been invited 
to act as President, also declining the 
position and expressing disapprobation of 
this new departure by the clergy. Bishop Pot- 
ter’s lecter was a mh one, and in it he set forth 
very explicitly his'reasons for not approving 
their scheme. He opposed it, first, upon the 
ground that he had not been consulted in the 
preliminary proceedings; second, that the ma- 
jority of the Bishops and many of the clergy 
disapproved of it; third, that the annual Dio- 
eesau Convention of Bishops, clergy, and laity, 
the local Conventions of the clergy, and the Tri- 
ennial General Convention, with its House 
of Bishops sand its Howe of Clerical 
and Lay Deputies, were sufficient for 
all purposes of discussion in the Church; 
and fourth, that if the Congress were 
held it would only hinder the work of the Con- 
vention. The clergy, however, are not diemayed 
at this position of Bishop Potter or the other 
Bishops. They claim that the Congress has 
nothing to do with legislation, has no official 
authority, and therefore cannot mierfere with 
the Convention, and that his refagal to preside 
cannot and will pot prevent them from meeting. 
Dr. Rylance, in an interview, expressed himself 
very forcibly, and as he is one of the prime 
movers for the Congress aud was for a time 
settled in this city, the following extract from 
his opinions will be interesting here: 
He said that there was still a leaven of old tradition 
in the Eyiscopal Church which it was very hard to 
eradicate, It was the struggle between old fogyiem on 
one hand and an advanced liberal spirit on the other. 
There were some witb opposed everything that was 
new simply because it was new, and progress in the 
enlightenment of the age was considered next door to 
rank heresy. The Church Congress was meant to go 
just the other way. It was not meant to conflict with 
any of the doctrines or the rules of the Church, but 
to discuss matters of live import to all of us. Instead 
of advancing, we are retrograding, and the backward 
movement we are making is hurting our influence and 
power aga Church, Yearly we lose ground, and why ? 
Because we donot keep up tothetimes. What we 
want is to interest men in their daily thoughts. The 
subject, for instance, which we propose to discuss 
is the proper relation of labor and capital. 
It is one of high import to all men, and one which a 
Church like ours should takea stand upon, As for 
Bishop Potter’s letter, I take it that, while being an 
honest and upright man, the Bishop dislikes progress. 
He is afraid of innovations on the old system. The 
grounds he takes in his letter are untenable, and I am 
sure he will become convinced of it before long, 
.“ But what if he is decided in his position that you 
cannot meet in his divcese without his permission ?” 
“ We do not need Dr. Poiter’s permission, and will 
do without it, He mistakes our position, We do not 
meet a8 a part of the Episcopal Church, but as a body 
of private gentiemen, who wish to discuss a matier of 
great importance to ourselves, Hecan no more pre- 
ventour doing that than he can forbid a private 
meeting in our own houses, We do not hold ourselves 
amenable to him for our action, so far as the Church 
Congress is concerned,” 
The disinclination of the Bishops to innova- 
tion is probably not the only ground of their op- 
position to the Congress. Such a gathering 
makes another wheel within a wheel, which may 
eventually grow into a very effective working 
power, snd, by means of its caucuses, bring 
strong influences to bear upon that part of 
church legislation which is now in the province 
of the Bishops. Although the objects of the 
Oongress may be unpolitioal, aud the clergy may 
simply use it for purposes of agreement and 
tnion, the Bishops evidently see in it an 
agency which may yet inflaence votes, decide

THE MICHIGAN CENTRAL. 

Mr. W. B. Strong, the Assistant General 
Superintendent of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad, has lately been appointed 
General Superintendent of the Michigan Cen- 
tral in place of H. E. Sargent, resigned. Mr. 
Strong has not yet entered upon his duties, but 
is at present acting as Assistant General Super- 
intendent in place of Mr. Hurd, resigned, so as 
to become fully acquainted with the details of 
the oflice before undertaking them. Mr. Sar- 
gent will probably turn over the office to Mr. 
Strong by the let of next month, when 
Mr, Ledyard, of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, will be appointed to the Assistant 
Superintendency of the Michigan Central. J. 
M. Walker, the Preeident of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quiney Railroad, states that the 
office of Assistant General Superintendent of 
his road will shortly be filled, but he has not yet 
decided who will be the appointee. 

The change in the General Superintendency 
of the Michigan Central Railroad4s not due to 
any change in the policy of the road. When in 
the course of human events it is discovered that 
a dividend-paying railway bas ceased, from what- 
ever cause, to yield the regular and expected re- 
turns, there is most commonly & rumpus among 
the stockholders , and somebody has to go out. 
It moy be the Directors, or the Preside nt, or the 
Superintendent, or ‘eventually ali three 
The average stockholder, shorn of his accus- 
tomed dividends, is a being not to be reasoned 
with. One dividend may be passed without dan- 
ger. If the second one goes by he becomes 
restive, and if the third pay-day does not meet 
his expectations somebody's head must come off. 
This, we judge, 1s the brief philosophy of Mr. 
Sargent’s resiguation. Circumstances over 
which he had no control compelied the expendi- 
ture of the Company’s earnings in improvements, 
without which the road would bave been, in a few 
years, unable to compete with its rivals,—that 
is, it would have been worthiess as an invest- 
ment. To make these improvements dividends 
must be stopped. ‘To stop dividends 
involves the necessity of ‘appeasing two 
or three thousand ** absentee land- 
lords," including New England farmers, 
clergymen, schoolmarms, widows, guardians, 
ete. There isa point, however, where forbear- 
ance, with such investors, ceases to be a virtue. 
That point has been reached, and the question 
whether anybody-else shall follow in the wake of 
Mr. Sargent, depends probably on the questioa 
whether the existing hard times and severe com- 
petition continue. Mr. Sargent leaves the Michi- 
gan Central Railway in superb condition, and re- 
tires with the sincere good will of the patrons of 
the road, who know thatif there is an honest 
railway man in the United States he is ono. 

His successor, Mr. Strong, is, however, well 
worthy tosucceed him. He is a man of superior 
executive ability, large experience, and high 
character. li is rarely, ix dced, thata railway 
obtains the services of two such men in suc- 


cession.

THE BALTIMORE & ONIO. 

In regard to the item in yesterday's TRIBUNE 
about the difficulties of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad in crossing the track of the Michigan 
Central Railroad, Supt. Sargent, of the latter 
road, states that they have twelve railroad cross- 
ings at grade at which all their trains, according 
to law, and by the law of safety, bave to come to 


afull stop. These twelve crossings delay the’ 


express passenger trains of the Michigan Cen- 
tral on an average of at least five minutes per 
siop, or one hour in every trip between Chicago 
and Detroit. It is well-known that through the 
occasional carolessness of employes grade 
crossings have everywhere grown danger- 
ous, and were long ago abandoned in England. 
During the jast winter a law was passed in the 
Legislature of Michigan, preventing all grade 
crossings where either party objected. It was 
simply to avoid the necessity of another stop, 
and additional hazard to the trains of either 
road, that the Michigan Central remonstrates 
with the managers of the Baltimore & Ohio 
against this crossing at grade. 

The Presidents of both roads, after interviews 
in which both agreed as to the desirability of 
avoiding the'grade-croesings, directed their Chief 
Engineers to meet and matually arrange to avoid 
the grade-crossings at the least expense to both 
companies. The Engineers bave so met, and 
are arranging to carry out the directions of 
their respective Presidents. As a temporary 
arrangement for the accommodation and 
to further the early completion of the Baltimore 
& Ohio, the Michigan Central has expressed its 
entire willingness that that Company should 
cross its tracks temporarily at grade, providing 
they would enter into obligations to complete 
the over or under crogsings as soon as practi- 
cable, 

It must here be stated that it is just this latter 
condition to which the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road objects. To construct an over or under 
crossing at that point would entail an outlay of 
over $100,000. ides, by building an over or 
undercrossing at Lake, the other fourteen or fif- 
teen roads which the Baltimore & Ohio crosses 
could with — justice demand the same thing, 
which would then cost the Company over 


$1,000,000. As matters stand at present, there. 


seems to be some trouble ahead between these 
two companies, and the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road may be kept out of the city for some time 
to’ come.
